On December 18, 2003, Applicants' attomey spoke with Ms. Tubbs who indicated 
that she would initiate file reconstruction and that Applicants would receive a written request 
fi"om the Patent Office regarding the reconstruction shortly. 

Applicants have yet to receive any notification from the Patent Office that file 
reconstruction has begun. 

Applicants respectfully request that the Patent Office reconstruct the application file 
for USSN 09/450,264 and take action on AppHcants' Appeal Brief filed May 16, 2003.
